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REPORT  OF  THE  ACTING  VISITOR. 


At  the  close  of  the  school  year  the  Board  of  Visitors  passed  two  resolutions, 
which  in  the  judgment  of  your  Secretary  and  Acting  Visitor  need  special  empha- 
sis, in  order  that  they  may  receive  the  general  attention  of  the  town.  The  first 
of  these  resolutions  is  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  school  books  and  reads  as  follows: 
"Resolved,  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  incorporate  in  his  report  a  pro- 
test against  the  present  method  of  the  sale  of  school  books." 

If  one  will  take  the  pains  to  look  over  the  financial  reports  of  the  school  for 
last  few  years,  he  will  find  that  there  is  a  large  deficit  each  year  due  to  unpaid 
bills  on  this  account. 

It  is  certainly  a  great  advantage  to  the  working  of  the  school  that  scholars  be 
furnished  very  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  with  their  text  books.  To 
obtain  this  end  there  was  instituted  the  present  system  by  which  the  books  are 
purchased  by  the  Principal  at  the  expense  of  the  town,  and  sold  to  the  scholars 
as  needed.  If  these  sales  could  be  established  on  a  cash  basis,  the  system  would 
be  without  fault.  But,  if  we  should  so  establish  the  system,  its  benefit  would  be 
lost  as  only  a  portion  of  the  scholars  would  by  promptly  furnished  with  books, 
and  much  time  be  wasted  as  classes  entered  upon  new  studies. 

Under  the  existing  order,  credit  sales  are  necessary,  and  a  large  proportion  of 
these  must  be  reckoned  as  bad  debts.  It  is  very  plain  that  an  injustice  is  here 
done  to  those  who  do  pay  for  their  children's  books,  since  they  not  only  pay  for 
them  but  are  in  addition  taxed  to  pay  for  those  of  other  people.  Many  persons 
of  good  financial  standing  refuse  to  pay  for  text  books  because  of  this  injustice 
necessarily  connected  with  the  system.  In  my  opinion  it  should  be  abolished 
and  free  text  books  introduced. 

The  second  resolution  of  the  Board  to  which  I  have  referred,  is  this:  "Resolved, 
that  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board  the  Principal  should  have  a  more  direct  con- 
trol of  the  methods  of  teaching  in  the  various  departments,  in  order  that  there 
may  be  a  greater  uniformity  in  the  general  system  of  teaching." 

This  action  of  the  Board  is  one  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  sufficient  to  correct 
a  long  existing  defect  in  our  school;  if  it  does  not  there  ought  certainly  to  be  a 
very  decided  movement  in  this  direction. 

While,  in  general,  the  work  of  the  teachers  in  their  respective  departments  is 
well  done, there  is  very  clearly  a  great  waste  of  good  effort  from  the  lack  of  uniform- 
ity in  the  work  of  the  school  as  a  whole.  We  are  failing  to  take  advantage  of 
the  peculiarly  favorable  conditions  which  this  town  affords  for  a  first  rate  public 
school.  With  our  children  all  in  the  limits  of  one  building,  we  ought  not  to  be 
running  six  separate  and  distinct  schools.  It  will  I  trust,  be  distinctly  understood 
that  I  am  not  referring  to  the  work  of  the  teachers  in  their  own  departments;  as 
a  rule  this  is  better  done  than  we  have  a  right  to  expect. 

At  present  the  school  is  much  crippled  by  the  carelessness  of  promotions  in 
times  past.     Only  those  who  have  a  practical  experience  in  teaching  can  realize 
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the  hindrances  arising  from  lack  of  care  in  the  grading  of  the  school.  It  will 
take  several  terms  of  careful  work  to  make  good  the  results  of  the  work  in  the  past. 

The  weakest  point  in  the  work  of  the  school  is  in  the  writing  of  the  English 
language — written  spelling  and  composition. 

This  was  brought  most  painfully  to  my  notice  by  the  examination  papers  of 
two  classes  in  the  highest  grade,  which  I  felt  obliged  to  reject,  not  because  the 
work  in  the  subject  matter  of  the  examination  was  not  well  done,  but  by  reason 
of  the  execrable  work  in  the  spelling  and  composition. 

Acting  with  the  entire  approval  of  the  Principal,  I  put  these  two  classes  upon 
work  in  spelling  and  composition  instead  of  advancing  them  to  the  next  studies  of 
the  course.  After  three  or  four  weeks  I  gave  them  an  exercise  in  off-hand  composi- 
tion writing,  and  found  an  improvement  beyond  my  expectations.  This  proved 
to  me  very  conclusively,  that  the  bad  work  in  writing  the  examinations  was  not 
due  to  stupidity  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  but  to  a  serious  lack  in  the  earliest 
years  of  their  school  life.  The  ivork  that  I  gave  the  teacher  to  put  to  these 
classes  ought  to  have  been  given  before  they  reached  their  present  grade.  The 
only  way  in  which  this  serious  defect  in  the  education  of  the  pupils  of  the  school 
may  be  rectified,  is  by  a  careful  regard  of  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Board. 

Until  the  town  is  prepared  to  materially  increase  the  amount  to  be  expended 
in  school  work,  it  cannot  afford  to  spend  $1,600  to  teach  one  room  of  forty 
scholars  and  only  $2,000  on  some  two  hundred. 

I  trust  that  in  this  matter  I  shall  be  clearly  understood.  I  am  not  depreciat- 
ing the  work  done  in  the  highest  grade.  It  is  well  done;  but,  when  so  large  a 
proportion  of  our  children  leave  school  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades,  and  the 
salary  of  the  Principal  is  so  much  larger  than  that  of  the  other  teachers,  I  hold 
it  to  be  only  justice  that  the  bulk  of  the  tax  payers  should  reap  a  greater  benefit 
from  his  services.  In  passing  this  resolution  the  Board  have  most  certainly  con- 
sidered the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  and  although  it  is  only  a  reso- 
lution, I  doubt  not  that  it  will  prove  to  be  sufficient  to  institute  a  much  needed 
reform  in  the  administration  of  the  school.

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Report  ol  School  Visitor,  Year  Ending  July  14, 1891. 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the   Towji  of  Plainville: 

Gentlemen — As  jour  agent  in  the  supervision  of  the  Schools  of  the  town 
for  the  past  year  I  herewith  present,  in  brief,  an  account  of  the  school  work 
for  the  year,  and  offer  a  few  suggestions  that  seem  to  me  pertinent. 

As  a  whole  I  am  happy  to  say  that  our  school,  in  its  several  departments, 
has  been  doing  a  good  work  during  the  year,  though,  as  might  be  expected, 
all  the  teachers  have  not  been  equally  successful.  The  skill  and  tact  on  the 
part  of  some  have  enabled  them  to  show  better  results  than  others  who  were 
quite  as  industrious  but  less  skillful. 

Our  principal,  Mi.  Williams,  has  done  excellent  service,  and  both  by  his 
instruction  and  kindly  influence  will  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance  by 
those  who  have  been  favored  by  his  oversight  and  instruction.  To  him  and 
Mrs.  Williams  the  town  is  largely  indebted  for  their  faithful  work  and  re- 
sultant good 

It  is  now  17  years  since  Mr.  Williams  entered  upon  his  duties  as  principal 
of  our  school,  and  many  of  his  earlier  pupils  have  already  commenced  to 
"act  well  their  part  in  life."  We  feel  assured  that  all  that  those  parents  who 
have  had  pupils  under  his  charge  will  unite  with  us  in  expressions  of  sincere 
regret  that  he  is  about  to  leave  us. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Williams  will  bear  with  them  the  best  wishes  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  friends. 

It  is  not  easy  to  overestimate  the  importance  of  the  teacher's  work.  The 
pupils  are  under  his  care  and  influence  more  hours  in  the  week  than  those  of 
father  and  mother,  and  what  they  shall  be  in  their  life  habits  and  work  will 
be  largely  determined  by  lessons  of  the  teacher  and  the  school.  In  view  of 
this,  what  importance  attaches  to  the  office  of  instructor,  and  what  care  should 
be  taken  to  fill  the  same  with  well  qualified  teachers,  whose  whole  bearing 
and  influence  shall  be  felt  for  good.  Let  it  not  be  thought  that  the  know- 
ledge gained  from   books  and  learned  teachers  constitutes  all  that  is  essential. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  moral  character  of  pupils  be  culti- 
vated with  special  care,  for  unless  the  heart  "from  which  are  the  issues  of 
life"  receives  right  training  the  mere  possession  of  knowledge  may  prove  a 
curse  and  not  a  blessing. 

Then  may  we  not  urge  that  parents  unite  with  the  teachers  of  their  chil- 
dren in  efforts  to  form  good  habits  and  cultivate  the  noblest  traits  of  our 
nature.  As  the  true  aim  of  our  schools  should  be  to  make  well  developed 
men  and  women,  not  only  intellectually,  but  physically  and  morally. 

While  we  feel  that  our  schools  have  been  in  a  good  degree  successful  and 
received  a  fair  amount  of  parental  encouragement  and  support,  we  aiso 
feel  that  parents  could  aid  the  teacher  with  more  general  and  favorable  re- 
sults, by  securing  the  punctual  and  regular  attendance  of  their  children, 
by  sustaining  the  teacher  in  every  reasonable  effort  to  promote  the  discipline 
and  advancement  of  the  school,  by  occasional  visits  to  the  school,  and  so  by 
their  presence  give  decided  evidence  of  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
teacher.  Such  visits  will  do  much  to  cheer  and  stimulate  both  teacher  and 
pupils,  and  enlighten  and  augment  the  interest  of  the  visitors  in  the  work 
Of  the  school. 

To  feel  a  true  and  abiding  interest  in  any  kind  of  work  we  must  witness 
its  performance  and  results. 

Good  schools  are  a  blessing  to  any  community,  and  let  us  not  forget  that 
schools  are  very  much  what  parents  choose  to  make  them. 

The  several  rooms  and  their  furniture  are  in  a  very  commendable  condi- 
tion  and  give  evidence  of  watchful  care  on  the  part  of  the  teachers. 

The  comfort  and  health  of  the  pupils  have  made  it  necessary  to  provide 
for  the  more  thorough  warming  of  the  rooms,    and    though    this    has    called 
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for  an  outlay  of  money,  it  is   believed    that   the   new   apparatus   when   com- 
pleted will  prove  enth-ely  satisfactory.
